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Illusions Have 


High Prices 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — What 
happened at Paris has shattered 
many of the illusions so hope- 
fully built up 
around Nikita 
Khrushchev, but 
none of this sur- 
prised Vice 
Adm. Hyman G. 
Rickover, assist- 
ant director for 
Naval Reactors 
andassistant 
chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ships for 
Nuclear Propul-

sion. 


It long has been one of the 
admiral’s dogmas that our na- 
tional illusions cost too much. 
He defines an illusion as a be- 
lief that has lost contact with 
reality. Adm. Rickover’s persist- 
ent expounding of this theory has 
acted upon a great many persons 
as a dentist’s drill does on the 
patient. 


In March of this year, when 
there was great hope for the 
summit, and Mr. Khrushchev was 
being made into the image of a 
reasonable man with whom to 
do business, Adm. Rickover made 
a talk at Indiana University titled, 
“Russia vs. the United States— 
The Nature of the Contest.” 


To the Point 


As is his custom, he went di- 
rectly to the point. “‘The gravest 
problem facing the government 
and the people of the United 
States is the contest forced on us 
by the totalitarian bloc, captained 
by Soviet Russia. The need to 
hold our own aggravates ALL our 
national problems. No final solu- 
tions are in sight. We must keep 
on meeting the totalitarian chal- 
lenge for as far into the future 
as we can presently foresee. Its 
outcome determines whether we 
survive as an independent demo- 
cratic nation. If we are to take 
intelligent and resolute action 
that will insure survival we must 
have a clear conception of what 
the contest is about .. . the 
temptation is great to see it as 
nothing more complicated than 
Evil bent on destroying Good.”’ 


This illusion, the admiral be- 
lieves, is one of the most trouble- 
some. As a people we are con- 
scious of no aggressive inten- 
tions. Further, we ‘have a deep- 
seated faith that in a wisely or- 
dered universe it would be in- 
conceivable for Evil to win the 
ultimate victory. 


This Good vs. Evil theory makes 
it difficult for us to accept evi- 
dence showing superior perform- 
ance by our adversary. It lulls 
us into the false theory that we 
may, after all, turn the contest 
into a peaceful competition. 


Technology, he finds, has done 
much to enable Evil to be a 
great deal more powerful than 
ever before in history. It has 
made the present contest an es- 
sentially different type of contest 
than previous struggles between 
free and unfree men. 


The illusion that people are 
people is, Adm. Rickover re- 
minds us, irrelevant. We do not 
confront the Russian people, but 
the Russian government. 


At All Costs 


‘‘We must, at all costs,’’ he ad- 
monishes, ‘‘avoid letting small 
concessions and an occasional 
smile fool us into attributing to 
Russia’s rulers the same lack of 
covetousness for additional land 
and power that animates us. We 
must never forget their objective 
is conquest—by peaceful means, 
if possible, but conquest just the 
same, whereas our objective is 
peace . . . More important, we 
must not delude ourselves they 
share our horror of modern war 
. . . What has been missing has 
been a clear understanding of 
the gravity of the present

Our illusions, he believes, al- 
low us to close our eyes and 
say we have a choice about 
whether to build missiles and 
space satellites; that we can con- 
tinue to spend more on improv- 
ing consumer living, and less on 
defense, and education. There is 
evident a sort of tendency to 
allow this country to sink to 
second place if the alternative 
means uncongenial effort, or goes 
counter to convictions as to the 
proper place of government in a

130 Feared Lost 
In Tidal Wave 


SANTIAGO, Chile (?—A tidal wave hit the port of 
Ancud late Sunday, and the Interior Ministry said 130 
persons were missing and presumed drowned. 


The invading sea wave followed 
another series of heavy earth- 
quakes which jolted southern and 
central Chile for the second day, 
raising the death count from the 
quakes alone to 220. 


The Interior Ministry decreed a 
state of emergency in the south- 
ern province of Malleco as: a 
panic-control measure. The prov- 
ince was placed under command 
of military authorities. 


The ministry said the death of 
eight more persons injured in 
Saturday's quake raised the total 
to 174. 


U. S. Ambassador Walter Howe 
told Chilean authorities the Unit- 
ed States would fly medical and 
clothing supplies from Panama at 
once for earthquake victims. 

The casualty figures were ex- 
pected to mount with restoration 
of wrecked communications. 


(Earth shocks were felt the 
width. of Argentina, from the 
Andes to the Atlantic, from 2:30 
p.m. to 2:50 p.m. Eastern Stand- 
ard Time. Ceiling lamps swayed 
in tall buildings in Buenos Aires.

Reds Take —

BERLIN (AP) — The Russians 
took their time Sunday de- 
ciding whether to make a major 
incident of the latest American 
plane forced down on Communist 
territory. 


More than 48 hours after a lum- 
bering old C47 landed nine Ameri- 
cans just inside East Germany, 
it was not yet clear whether Mos- 
cow would handle the matter, or 
in keeping with past practice, 
turn it over to. the Communist 
East German regime. 


The unarmed, twin-engine U.S. 
Air Force transport was on a 
flight from Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, to Hamburg, West Ger- 
many, Friday noon with a woman 
among its four passengers when 
it vanished. Its normal course 
took it close to the East German 
border. 


The Russians announced they 
forced it down near the village of 
Grundshagen, less than 20 miles 
from West Germany, and arrested 
those aboard. U.S. Air Force 
sources lacked detailed informa- 
tion about just what happened— 
and the Russians did not help 
much. 


One Air Force official source saw 
no reason to doubt that Soviet jets 
forced the plane to land with 
warning shots. He immediately 
added, however, that the Soviet 
planes usually do not get that 
close to the Iron Curtain border 
and there was no radio message 
from the C47 that it was under 
fire. 


“But it’s possible there was a

VIENNA (UPI)—At least 54 
miners were killed in an ex- 
plosion in a Czech coal mine at 
Ostrawa, Radio Prague reported 
Sunday night. 


The broadcast said communist 
party and government officials, 
headed by Minister of Fuel Josef 
Jonas, went to the scene of the 
disaster to supervise rescue work. 


Ostrava, a city of about 200,000, 
is a center of the Czechoslovak 
coal-mining and steel industries. 
It is close to the Polish border. 


Europe’s worst mine disaster so 
far this year killed 123 East Ger- 
mans in the Karl Marx mine in 
Zwickau in February. 


Red Growl Won't Shake Up 


U.S. Detense, Says Pentagon 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Defense 
Secretary Thomas S. Gates Jr. 
said Sunday that Russia’s hard 
new line against the United States 
poses “‘greater concern’ but that 
he has no immediate plans to 
shake up the nation’s defenses. 


Gates also said upon his return 
from the abortive Paris summit 
conference that he took full re- 
sponsibility for last week’s contro- 
versial global defense communica- 
tions alert which sent some U.S. 
pilots scrambling to their planes. 


He told repcrters that the test 
produced “excellent” results. 

The defense secretary said he 
knew nothing about the C47 mil- 


itary transport which crash land- 
ed in East Germany Friday with 
nine persons aboard except that 
it was an unarmed plane which 
got off course during a routine 
flight. 


Gates said in reply to questions 
that Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev’s abusive attacks on 
the United States would not af- 
fect the new 41 billion dollar de- 
fense budget because no one had 
expected any substantive agree- 
ments at the summit.’ 


He said, however, that defense 
planners now would review the 
nation’s “readiness, finances and 
everything else affecting defense 
to be sure we have the proper 
balance because the period ahead 


holds greater concern than the 
period just past.” 


The secretary said in this con- 
nection that he was ready to rec- 
ommend to President Eisenhower 
whatever is necessary “for a 
proper defense, no matter what it 
costs.” 


He said Khrushchev’s tactics at 
Paris mean that “the cards are 
on the table a little more clearly 
now and there are reasons to be- 
lieve that we’re not going to make 
much progress toward 
East-West tensions for a while.”

MARTIAL LAW 

Martial law was imposed in An- 
kara and Istanbul April 28 follow- 
ing violent student uprisings. At 
the same time, colleges in both 
cities were ordered closed for a 
month. 


Sunday night's order extends 
the shutdown to July 28, when 
martial law is supposed to be 
lifted. Since Turksih school terms 
normally end in June, this means 
universities and colleges in the 
two cities will not reopen until 
the fall term. 


It could not be determined im- 
mediately if the Cabinet order 
also applied to the Turkish army 
war college, whose cadets parad- 
ed three hours Saturday in sup- 
port of the antigovernment stu- 
dent demonstrations. 


TEACHERS EXEMPTED 


Exempted from the order were 
schools for the training of teach- 
ers.

Flemming to Accept 
Altered Medical Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Welfare secretary Arthur 
S. Flemming agreed Sunday to accept some changes in 
the administration’s medical care program in hopes of 
reaching a “common ground” with Congress that would 
nail down enactment of a bill. 


He said his discussions with the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
last week pointed up “certain 
things’’ which would “lead us to 
make certain changes in our pro- 


gram.”’ He did not describe them 
but said they would not alter 
the basic nature of the adminis- 
tration’s voluntary plan. 


The administration proposal 
would enable 12,500,000 persons 
over 65 to obtain hospital and 
medical insurance at a subsidized 
rate. Cost would be shared on a 
50-50 basis with those states join- 
ing up for the program. 


Aligned against this program is 
the Democratic plan to add medi- 
cal care to Social Security bene- 
fits financed through Social Secu- 
ity taxes. The Social Security tax 
rate would be raised to pay for 
it, 

Flemming discussed the pros 
and cons of the two approaches 
in radio-television interviews with 
Sen. Harris A. Williams Jr. (D- 


N.J. and Rep. Harold C. Ostertag 
(R-N.Y.) 


Williams, a co-sponsor of the 
Democratic Forand - McNamara 
health bill, generally agreed with 
Flemming that the election - year

Congress would pass some kind of 
program. 

Test votes in the House Com- 
mittee last week indicated neither 
the Democratic nor administra- 
tion program had enough support 
at present to win committee ap- 
proval. Some Democrats thought 
the Senate might have to act first. 

Williams challenged Flemming’s 
prediction that all states would 
agree to join in the administra- 
tion program.

TOKYO (UPI)—Mass anti-Amer- 
ican rallies in Red China and 
the Communist portions of Korea 
and Viet Nam were followed up 
Sunday by anti-American reports 
in the press and news agencies of 
the countries. 


The rallies started in Commu- 
nist China last week and continued 
in various areas throughout the 
weekend. Biggest reported Satur- 
day was in Shanghai, where more 
than three million persons 
gathered. 


Another weekend rally was 
held in Hanoi, where 170,000 
demonstrators protested what they 
termed sabotage of the summit 
conference by the United States. 


3 MILLION 


A demonstration in Peiping 
earlier in the week drew more 
than three million persons. Al- 
together, some 20 million Red 
Chinese attended similar demon- 
strations throughout their country. 


In North Veit Nam, demonstra- 
tors attacked President Ejisen- 
hower, saying the ‘“‘sabotage’”’ of 
the summit by the U.S. had 
changed their ‘‘good opinion’’ of 
Eisenhower. 


Army officers in Hanoi were 
quoted as saying they had ‘“‘put 
much hope in the summit,” only 
to be “‘disappointed by the impu- 


dent stubborn attitude of the 
United States.”’ 
The Communist New China 


News Agency, monitored here, re- 
ported 120,000 North Koreans 
demonstrated in Hamhung and 
Haeju in support of Russia’s posi- 
tion in the summit collapse. 


KOREAN SLOGAN

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TEXAS WILDCATTER 


Sumter Is Scene 


~ Of Search tor Oil 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


A stocky, cigar-cmokin’ Texas 
wildcatter who boasts “‘unheard of 
luck” in gambling against long 
odds Sunday started drilling for 
oil in Georgia. 

Ernest Hill of Houston supdded 
in his first test well outside of 
Texas on a Sumter County farm 
about 7% miles northwest of 
Americus. 


In Atlanta Friday to get his 
drilling permit from the State 
Department of Mines, Mining and 
Geology, Hill estimated it will 
take up to $100,000 and a month 
to six weeks to determine whether 
this venture will be his 12th suc- 
cess in 13 years or just another 
dry hole in the long and as yet 
frustrated quest for oil south of 
the fall line. 


The ebullient Texan, an ad- 
vertising and promotion man be- 
fore he brought in his first well 
542 years ago, plans to probe 
about a mile below the surface of 
Moore. 


Should this test well become the 
57th unsuccessful attempt of the 
past 15 years in Georgia, Hill 
plans to sink at least two more 
on the 10,000 acres extending over 
to the Flint River on which he be- 
gan leasing mineral rights last 
October. 


LONG ODDS 


The long odds don’t seem to 
bother Hill, who, since late 1957, 
has achieved what even Texans 
consider “‘almost unbelievable’ — 
a string of 11 consecutive suc- 
cessful oil wells in various un- 
tested Texas fields. 


He thus epitomizes Webster's 
definition of a wildcatter: ‘One 
who drills wells in the hope of 
finding oil in territory not known 
to be an oil field.” 


Which may explain why long- 
time Houston Post oil writer Jim 
Clark recently called Hill ‘‘a sort 
of throwback to the kind of wild- 
cat oil promoter who was mak- 
ing this part of the country great 
about the time I started covering 
the oil beat. Frankly, I thought 
his breed had completely van- 
es 


Clark also wrote that “Hill is 
simply a little man who is de- 
termined to get big. He is cut 
from the same cloth as dozens 
of Texas millionaires. He isn't 
a geologist or engineer or any- 
thing else professional except a 
promoter. 


WORTH TELLING 


“And what makes his story 
worth telling is the fact that here 
in the age of mergers, consoli- 
dations, despair, surplus, and 
glum talk about the end of the 
day of opportunity for the little 
man in oil, one turns up with 
the will to work, the industry, 
hope, ambition, the ability to lose 
and bounce back, and the down- 
right good luck necessary to 
achieve success.” 


Only one of several Texas wild- 
catters who are invading Georgia 
this year, Hill chose the Sumter 
County area for oil (and natural 
gas) exploration on the recom- 
mendation of a geologist who 
completed a study for him last 
June. 


A not insignificant incentive 
for searching for oil in Georgia 
these days is the $250,000 bonus 
the state has offered to whoever 
brings in the first sustaining well 
that will produce at least 100 
barrels a day. 


But much more important, ac- 
cording to Hill, is the possibility 
of “‘getting your money back in 
hurry, because here you can sell 
all you can produce.” And he 
figures that a lot of oil will have 
to gush out of Georgia before the

state would even consider regu- 
lating production — a practice of 
major oil producing states which 
Hill says permits him to produce 
and sell only about a third of 
what his Texas wells are capable 
of producing. 


FALL SHORT 


Thus, he says he wouldn’t be too 
disappointed about bringing in a 
well in Georgia even if it fell 
short of producing enough oil to 
qualify for the $250,000. 


“In Texas,” he said, “a well is 
considered good if it produces 10 
barrels a day per thousand feet 
of depth.” 


So if he achieves even that 
much from the 5,000-foot well he 
started in Sumter County Sunday, 
he would gross $150 or so a day, 
based on the $3 to $3.25 a barrel 
refiners are paying for ‘40 grav- 
ity’— lubricating and gasoline 
quality — oil, which is the type 
“‘we expect to find here.”’ 


Hill says each of his 11 con- 
secutive successful wells is bring- 
ing in from 50 to 200 barrels a 
day. 


A four-man crew headed by the 
driller started Hill’s first Georgia 
test well, but after about a week 
he expects to have three crews 
drilling 24 hours: avday. 


And within about six weeks, this 
short, chunky Texan—a gamblin’ 
man whose tall hopes are accom- 
panied by a broad, jovial smile 
punctuated with an ever-presént 
cigar, by a twinkle in the alert 
eyes peering out under the brim 
of the light-hued Stetson that con- 
ceals a wavy shock of black hair 
— will know either fame or fail- 
ure in his first Georgia oil ven- 
ture. 


And if his first try isn’t success-

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Fee System Stung 
In Rapid Attacks 


Sharp needles were thrust into the 
thick hide of the ancient fee system dur- 
ing the past few days. 

Delegates to a workshop here on 
Georgia’s tourist industry threw some 
jabs at the old device. The speed traps 
it spawns came under heavy fire from 
various individuals who cited it as the 
cause of large numbers of tourists by- 
passing Georgia. 

Then came a blow that undoubtedly 
shook up a good many who feed on the 
fee system. 

George L. Evoy, secretary-manager of 
the Georgia Motor Club, had complained 
in a letter to Gov. Vandiver that law en- 
forcement officials in some towns, cities 
and counties are refusing to accept guar- 
anteed arrest bond certificates which 
most members of motor clubs carry with 
them. 

Such certificates are in effect a credit 
card which members take along in the 
event they are apprehended on some 
kind of traffic charge and do not have 
sufficient cash with them to pay the 
fine. 

The governor requested a ruling from 
Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook. The latter cited 
a 1956 act which makes the certificate 
acceptable in lieu of cash bond. There- 
fore it must be accepted by law enforce- 
ment officers and is valid in any city or 
state court except on such serious charges 
as driving under the influence of liquor 
or drugs or in felony charges. 

This, of course, will not set well at all 
with those who have been insisting on 
the posting of cash bonds on the spot in 
lieu of going to jail to await trial. 

Meanwhile, the fee system remains 
under attack as a deterrent to industriali- 
zation. 

Let the pressure continue until the fee 
system and its attendant evils are abol- 
ished on a statewide basis. Georgia's 
economy can ill afford to lose the millions 
of dollars that this relic drives away an- 
nually.

Castro Uses Weapons 
Capable of Backfiring 


If Cuba ever achieves democracy, 
the road will be long and arduous. Those 
who greeted the Castro revolution as a 
liberation movement from Batista’s dic- 
tatorship have witnessed instead only a 
change in direction with emotionalism, 
fanned by Castro and his agents, a ma- 
jor weapon in destroying the people’s 
liberties. 

Cuba, of course, never has had much 
of a free press. All major newspapers, ex- 
cept La Prensa Libre, accepted heavy 
subsidies from Batista. So did radio and 
television. Castro has continued the prac- 
tice. This has provided the excuse for 
government seizure of all papers which 
dared criticize the revolution or the Cas- 
tro regime. 

Castro is keeping the revolution going 
with wave after emotional wave. The 
United States wisely has been very pa- 
tient with Castro’s tirades against this 
country, including his charges that Wash- 
ington plans an invasion. This ridiculous 
assertion cannot be refuted by a commu- 
nications system wholly controlled by the 
government. 

Americans still have good will and 
sympathy for the Cuban people and hope 
they find their way to democracy. They 
refute the tactics of ill will which have 
brought on so much bitterness against us. 
But the drift to a left-wing dictatorship— 
even communism—is_ disturbing and 
alarming and could in time bring recip- 
rocal ill will from the people of the 
United States.

Some Ills of Education 
Defy Money Treatment 


Dr. Grayson Kirk, president of Co- 
lumbia University, speaking at the inau- 


guration of Dr. A. D. Holt as president of | 


the University of Tennessee, declared 
there are three problems of higher educa- 
tion which “will not be solved merely by 
pumping more money into the system.” 

We couldn’t agree more with 
Dr. Kirk. : 

The first problem not to be solved by 
money is that “in too many homes the 
cultural influences that surround our chil- 
dren are appalling.” A child coming from 
such a home is likely to lack motivation 
and the proper attitude toward college. 


Such a boy or girl is, said Dr. Kirk, lit- 


erally “culturally underprivileged.” No 
school can offset the deficiencies of the 
home. 


His second point was that in some edu- 


Pe cational institutions “almost everything 


pod _ but cultivation of the intellect” is stressed. 
oe College, he said, should reinforce the 


¢ 


work of the home and church, not sub- 


stitute for them. 


‘The third thing that money can’t _ 


said Dr. Kirk, is the needed improvement 
in the efficiency of higher education. He 
recommends a third summer semester 
which would enable students to complete 
a four-year college course in three years. 
To do so would require a larger teaching 
staff but, he argues, faculty salaries could 
be improved and adequate vacations 
could be had. 


“In these days,” he said, “a vacation 
of three and a half months is an ana- 
chronism.”

How well we counter this is a 
matter for serious consideration and there 
will be great interest in Ambassador 
Lodge’s performance.

The U.S. Public Health Service re- 
cently completed some bookkeeping that 
brings the population explosion into 
sharper focus. 

Its records show there were 2,632,000 
more births than deaths in the nation 
during 1959. Babies were born at a rate 
of 24.3 per 1,000 population. Marriages 
have increased by 3 per cent. 


The impact of a growing number of 
people has been felt for sometime but 
nothing like it will be in the years ahead. 


There will have to be more of every- 
thing—more classrooms and teachers, job 
opportunities, churches, recreational fa- 
cilities, highways, better means of not 
only caring for the aged but making good 
use of their talents. These are but a few 
of the things necessary. 


The demand for farm products will 
increase. Due to research and application 
of scitntitrc practices, agriculture has de- 
veloped to the stage where it is in position 
to meet the challenge far better than is 
the case in certain other fields. 


For instance, the surface has barely 


been scratched in planning for the future 


needs of education. The same holds true 


in regard to the problems of the aged. 


Population expansion will have deep- 
reaching effects. The task at hand is to 
accelerate and direct planning so as to 
provide the means whereby the rapid 
rise in the number of citizens can lead

Spring Planters Warned 


Against Being Fleeced 


It is a well-known fact, now recog- 
nized by the Federal Trade Commission, 
that the average citizen is hypnotized by 
spring and has a compulsion to plant 
seeds, bulbs, plants. 


In this hypnotic condition he is often 


a sucker for unscrupulous vendors who 


fatten on this annual weakness. 


The FTC has issued a warning against 
“rackets that bloom in the spring” and it 


urges that one buy only from known and 


reputable sources. As a general warning 


the commission cautions against claims 


which are too flowery. 
The commission, for example, recently 


ordered a Mississippi mail-order house to 
stop claiming each of its blueberry plants 
would produce up to six gallons of berries 
when, in fact, most would be doing well 


to produce a gallon. 


Another firm, selling “chrysanthemum 


maximum,” neglected to explain the ad 


was for common daisies. A mail order 
nursery in the South was stopped from 


offering “beautiful, vigorous, super ca- 
mellia plants.” They turned out to be un- 


rooted cuttings, too dry to root.

Issues for Summit Meeting 


Still Must Be Dealt With 


President Eisenhower will be accused of appeasement for prom- 


ising, under pressure from Premier Khrushchev, 


to suspend future 


intelligence flights over Russia. We think he did the right thing. both 
in this and in offering to hold bilateral discussions with Khrushchev 
on the matter. It was essential to go as far as possible in an effort to 
keep the summit talks from breaking down. 


The President could not, of 
course, accede to Khrushchev’'s 
arrogant demands for abject pub- 
lic apologies, proclamations of 
punishment for the guilty parties 
and so on. But he was justified 
in doing what he could to re- 
move the plane issue as a road- 
block to the Paris negotiations. 

Nevertheless, the renunciation 
adds one more incredible element 
to an incredible chain of blunders 
in the conduct of foreign policy. 
If U2 flights have been rendered 
impossible henceforth, that is be- 
cause our government, both in 
Secretary Herter’s May 9 state- 
ment. and the President's press 
conference statement on May 11, 
in effect publicly proclaimed an 
American policy of violating in- 
ternational law. The President is 
correct in saying these state- 
ments did not explicitly threaten 
to continue the U2 flights. But 
the New York, Times headline, 
_““Herter Intimates Flights Will Go 
“On,” accurately mirrored the

It does not follow, unfortunately, 
that a different course on the 
United States’ part would have 
changed Khrushchev's apparent 


determination to shelve the sum- 
mit talks at this time. There is 
strong evidence to suggest that 
Khruschchev is acting under the 
stress of powerful political pres- 
sures at home and that the U2 in- 
cident may be the excuse rather 
than the actual cause for his sud- 
dent desire to postpone the con- 
ference. 

Not too much is lost by post- 
poning the President's visit. Cer- 
tainly such a ceremonial tour can 
well wait until the time is more 
propitious. But torpedoing of the 


summit talks does not eliminate + 


the issues that were to be dis- 
cussed there. The Berlin question 
and the supremely important 
question. of a nuclear test bar 
treaty remain to be dealt with. It 
is vital that they be dealt with 
by peaceful negotiation. 


The only thing good about 
Khrushchev's Paris performance 
was his repeated statement that 
in spite of everything the Soviets 
still want a relaxation of world 
tension, still want peaceful co- 
existence, still believe interna- 
tional agreements are possible. 
The way to make good on these 
statements is to continue efforts 
to reach agreement, if not at the 
summit then through other agen- 
cies like the United Nations, other 


normal channels of diplomacy. 
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should be the blush of pride not 
shame. And let us not desist or 
we are apt to exist like the Reds. 
We're free!

The DeKalb County Courthouse 
sits like a fortress on its spring- 


green island in Decatur, and be- 
fore the long, hot, political sum- 
mer is over, candidates’ cam- 
paign potshots will ricochet from 
its granite walls. 


Already the county’s 10-man 
study commission has _ scouted 
the structure to determine, if 
possible, how to expand its fa- 
cilities so that it can serve press- 
ing present and future needs of 
the population tide that has 
flooded DeKalb. 


The 62-year-old building was 
built of Stone Mountain granite 
in 1918 to replace a courthouse 
which burned. It is the fifth 
courthouse the county has built. 


DeKalb’s first courthouse was 
a log structure on the north side 
of the present square, built in 
1823 and abandoned for the brick 
building which replaced it in 
1829. The second building burned 
in 1842 and was replaced in 1900. 


Title records in DeKalb are dif- 
ficult to trace beyond that 1842 
fire, Superior Court Judge H. O. 
Hubert said. The fire took most 
of the county’s records and only 
a few citizens refiled their deeds 
and documents. 


In 1900 the third building was 
demolished and replaced by an- 
other structure which burned in 
1916. The present building was 
completed in 1918. Two wings 
were added in 1935 and it was 
enlarged again in 1950. 


COUNTY GROWTH 

But since 1950 the population 
in the county has grown from 
about 136,000 to 240,000 and 
everyone in the building is cry- 
ing for more space. 


In the office of Clerk of the 
Superior Court, where you have 
seen a man named Burgess if 
you've done any recording during 
the past 56 years, space needs 
are critical. (Clerk Ben Burgess 
took over the job in 1935 which 
his uncle, B. F. Burgess held 
since 1904. ) 


Burgess says he is stacking the 
county record books (‘and they 
are heavy ones, too’’) five and six 
high to conserve space. He is 
asking for an additional 40,000 
square feet. 


Courtroom facilities are getting 
too crowded for comfort, accord- 
ing to Superior Court Judge Frank 
Guess. “It’s not bad for me, I 
always have a seat, and so do 
the jurors and the court report-

OLD COURT-HOUSE 


It’s an old courthouse, full of 
time and anecdotes—the veneers 
of the county’s past. Many people 
don’t want it changed. But the 
scene around it has changed and 
the county is engaged in the busy 
business of the present. 


“Why, time was I could go out 
and walk around the courthouse 
and tell you who would be elected 
to what offices in 20 minutes,” 
an old political pro said with an 
airy wave of his cigar. “‘Not any 
more though. Too many new peo- 
ple—damn fools, and people out 
begging them to vote. They don’t 
have any business voting in an 
election.” 


Since 1950, about 110,000 people 
are new to DeKalb — a near 
doubling of its population in 10 
years. Their ingress has made an 
abstraction of the political pic- 
ture that once featured the court- 
house in more conventional treat- 
ment. 


They have demanded millions 
of dollars to extend county sewer 
and water services, build new 


classrooms for the 5,000 children 


a year who are going into the 
county’s schools; caused an un- 
precedented housing boom and 
demand for new industry.

They have organized suburban 
leagues, garden clubs, and other 
outlying thought-direction centers. 


A latter-day political leader who 
has been blessed with the final 
reward of repeated election, says 
that the successful politician is 
the one who appraises the sub- 
urban crowd as the electing fac- 
tor.

He 
hds said that the county has 
enough money on hand to begin 
an expansion of the basement 
where Clerk Burgess’ county rec- 
ords are kept.

At Lockheed 
Hear Report 


Union machinists at Lockheed’s 
Marietta plant met at the union 
hall in Marietta Sunday after- 
noon to hear a report from the 
committee which is negotiating 
with Lockheed concerning a new 
contract. 


E. A. Demcheck, president of 
District 33 of the International 
Association of Machinists, said the 
meeting was ‘‘just routine to hear 
a report on how the negotiations 
are going.” 


Sunday was the anniversary 
date of the contract, and ne- 
gotiations have been underway 
since March 30. Under the con- 
tract, either side must give five 
days notice after the anniversary 
date if it wishes to terminate 
the contract. No such notification 
has been reported by either labor 
or management. 

The question of possible labor 
trouble at Lockheed was raised 
last week when the State Council 
of Georgia Machinists passed a 
resolution urging support by other 
Georgia labor organizations if a 
strike was called at Lockheed.

2 Officials 
Will Study 
Oil Leasing 


Two members of the State Min- 
eral Leasing Commission said 
Friday they are preparing to 
visit other states to study ways 
Georgia may handle the leasing of 
coastal and offshore oil rights to 
its best advantage. 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook was au- 
thorized to check legal aspects 
of oil leasing in Texas and Loui- 
siana at the commission’s last 
meeting several weeks ago. At 
that time the commission opened 
three bids for drilling rights in 
the coastal area and in state-held 
territory off the coast. 


No action has been taken on the 
bids received at that time. 


Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
Ben Fortson Jr., said he expects 
to visit Texas and Louisiana in 
his capacity as state surveyor 
general. He said he wants to find 
out procedures those states have 
used for determining how to 
parcel and lease sections of their 
offshore territories. He said he 
also plans to study their systems 
for determining their low-water 
marks. 


Georgia has jurisdiction over 
offshore territory within an area 
three miles from its low-water 
mark, but there has never been a 
legal determination of the pre- 
cise location of the low-water 
mark. 


He said he plans to make the 
trip by the middle of June. 


Cook said Friday he had been 
‘“‘more or less waiting for the gov- 
ernor to call another meeting of 
the commission” before making 
his trip. But he said he has de- 
cided not to “delay it much long- 
er’’ and that he will make ar- 
rangements for the trip as soon 
as possible.

LOS ANGELES — The 1960 
Democratic national convention, 
whether or not it picks a winner 
in the presidential sweepstakes, 
should help to put the party on 
its financial feet. 


The Los Angeles host commit- 
tee has already paid $300,000 of 
the $340,000 contract to the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, which 
is reported to be still $175,000 in 
debt from the 1956 campaign. 


2 PLANS DEVISED 


Moreover, two dandy plans 
make it certain that this year’s 
balance will be met by conven- 
tion time, and that local cam- 
paign coffers as well as the com- 
munity chest will benefit. The 
plans: 


1. About 1,200 tickets are being 
‘‘distributed”’ by the host commit- 
tee to contributors of $1,000 or 
more. The rate is $500 a ticket 
but nothing less than $1,000 for 
a pair is being accepted. 


2. In addition, tickets will be 
sold at $10 each for the rally and 
acceptance speech by the Demo- 
cratic nominee in the 103,000-seat 
Memorial Coliseum.

Parking Meter Income Dips 


By HUNTER JAMES 
Look for no new street signs or traffic lights 


in your neighborhood this year. 


That is, unless the city’s traffic improvement 
department gets some more money. 


Nearly all the signal lights, traffic markings 
and things of that kind are financed by money 
from parking meters. And that’s where the prob- 


lem is. 


Atlanta Traffic Engineer Kar] Bevins says the 
city will collect about $320,000 from parking me- 
ters in 1960—$100,000 less than it collected in 1956. 


“It's really beginning to pinch,” he said. 
“We've just about stopped putting up new signs— 
about all we can do is hold our own.” 

Bevins said his departmen is at a dead end in 
trying to pick up revenue from other sources. 
“There's no alternative ta the parking meter 
idea,"’ he said. ‘‘We'’ve definitely adopted a policy 


against going into the parking lot business. That 
ought to be left up to private enterprise.”

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in the Southern region and 16 
of the 24 schools for the mentally- 
retarded. 

The in-service grants were made 
possible by a $90,000 grant to the 
SREB from the National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health.

The council’s criticism of Eis- 
enhower’s handling of the summit 
crisis, in fact, strongly echoed 
views expressed by Stevenson in 
a Chicago speech Thursday. Both 
blamed Soviet Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchey for wrecking the 
summit meeting but said Eisen- 
hower administration “blunders” 
gave him the excuse and means 
for doing so. 


JOHNSON DEMURS 


The council’s declaration also 
was endorsed by former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman. Neither 
Truman nor Stevenson, both 
members of the council, was 
present for its meeting but they 
approved the statement by tele- 
phone. The Kennedy and Syming- 
ton endorsements also were an- 
nounced after the statement had 
been made public. 


The council’s statement drew an 
indirect slap, however, from Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson (Tex.,) another con- 
tender for the presidential nomi- 
nation. Johnson refused to join 
the council when it was first or- 
ganized and has often been at 
odds with it. 


Although not asked by the coun- 
cil for his views on its declara- 
tion, Johnson expressed his senti- 
ments under questioning on a tele- 
vision program (CBS, “Face The 
Nation’’). 


He said he agreed with Steven- 
son that the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration had committed ‘“‘unfortu- 
nate. . . mistakes” in handling 
both the spy plane and summit 
crises. 


But he said he did not think 
assessment of those ‘“‘mistakes”’ 
should be made a matter of par- 
tisan politics. 


Like Stevenson, the Democratic 
Advisory Group said Soviet Premi- 
er Nikita S. Khrushchev “killed 
the summit meeting’ through his 
contemptuous and insulting treat- 
ment of President Eisenhower 
and “thereby did incalculable 
harm to the cause of péace.” 


‘But the Eisenhower-Nixon ad- 
ministration handed him the op- 
portunity to do so by embarking 
on a policy which it knew and 
had declared to be unsound and 
by handling the incident of the 
American U2 plane in a manner 
for which there is no precedent.” 


Stevenson’s speech came under 
sharp attack from Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and other Re- 
publicans and there has been con- 
siderable interest in Washington 
as to whether the advisory group 
would take a generally similar 
stand. 


Party Chairman Paul M. But- 
ier, who also heads the council, 
told newsmen the statement sup- 
ported Stevenson’s position if not 
his language. He said it also made 
clear the council disagreed with 
former Democratic National 
Chairman James A. Farley, who 
urged the party to repudiate Ste- 
venson’s attack.

He’d just returned from a high 
level strategy conference with Floyd Patterson, the un- 
frocked heavyweight champion whose burning ambi- 
tion is to regain his title from Ingemar Johansson at 
the Polo Grounds on June 20. The large and amiable 
Mr. Louis dutifully reported that it could be done. 


‘Me and Floyd looked at the movies of the last fight,’’ he said. 


For Patterson this had to be akin to watching a horror picture. 
Seven times the Smorgasbord Smasher from Sweden had hammered 
._ him to the canvas before Referee Ruby 
~~ Goldstein mercifully halted the slaugh- 
~ ter. Up to now Floyd had deliberately 
refrained from looking at the film and 
it had been his intention to hold off 
until a week or two before their re- 
match.

If you've 
wanted to make a chiffon gown 
but haven't, because you're 
afraid, tuck your worries in your 
pocket and try it now. Maybe 
a few little hints will give you 
the courage you need. 


1. FIRST, be sure your finger 
nails and cuticles are smooth. 
Nothing is more frustrating 
than trying to work on a delicate 
sheer and catching the threads 
with the rough edge of a nail or 
cuticle. 

2. Cover your table with a 
sheet. This will keep the fabric 
from slipping and distorting the 
pattern pieces. 


3. Findings: Have a very 
sharp pair of shears on hand. 
Dull edges will chop the fabric 
and give you a beastly time. 
Use NEW, VERY FINE ma- 
chine needle and No. 9 hand 
sewing needle. Use a rather 
short machine stitch, 15-18 
stitches per inch. Silk or mer- 
cerized cotton thread is re- 
quired. 


4. Baste, do not pin. Chiffon 
not only slips but runs and 
catches as does a stocking. If 
you use pins you'll lose half of 
them before you're finished. 
When marking darts, etc., use 
tailors tacks, not chalk. 


5. Stitch seams over a piece 
of tissue paper and tear paper 
away when seam is completed. 
You'll find machine stitching 
much easier this way. 


6. Lining: for crisp look, use 
taffeta: for soft drapey effect, 
use rayon or silk crepe. Use 
this lining for fitting purposes,

Hooker shares sell on the stock 
exchange at $2.80, so an option 
to take up eight million at a fifth 
of that price obviously is a valu- 
able piece of paper. 


Financial experts reckon Buck- 
land’s options probably are worth 
$1.30 per share now. 


Assuming the market price of 
Hooker shares is still $2.80 when 
Buckland collects, he will have 
Hooker shares worth $22,500,000. 


As for Hooker, by the time the 
firm has to start paying dividends 
to Buckland, the chances are it 
will have collected $4,500,000 to 
$6,750,000 income from the proper- 
ties, plus the $4,500,000 he will be 
paying for the shares.

Mother Nature Is 
Star of TV Show

An event which would have shocked motion pic- 
ture audiences less than 10 years ago will take place 


on television Friday. 

A woman will give birth to a 
baby—on television, and in color. 

You certainly can’t see the 
“common mir- 
acle’” on the 
movie screen 
because such # = 
things have § @ 
been considered By 
‘*‘immor- 
al, tending to 
be detrimental 
to the good or- 
der of the com- 
munity.’’ 

This birth, 
which comes 
toward the close of the newest 
March of Medicine documentary, 
was filmed in a sterile hospital 
room bordering on the bayou 
county in Louisiana. 

It has been treated with stark 
realism. The intimate conversa- 
tion between physician and pa- 
tient is heard. And so is the wail 
of the newborn infant. 

Before the television camera 
goes into the delivery room to 
record the birth the physician, 
Dr. Julius M. Fernandez, will 
explain the birth process. He will 
explain to the television audi- 
ence how he had to adjust the 
unborn infant’s position in order 
that the delivery could be made 
easier. 

Then the camera moves into 
the delivery room and the view- 
er will see closeups of the pa- 
tient throughout the operation, 
off-camera remarks of the 
physician. 

At one point the physician 
asks the mother: “‘Which do you 
want a boy or a girl?” 

The mother replies: “A girl.”

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TV Minister Denies 
Actors Are Godless 


By DOUGLAS DILTZ 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI). 
The Rev. Herman W. 
Gockel, producer of the 
religious television series 
“This Is the Life,” says 
the idea that all actors 
and actresses are godless 
is ‘‘a false generalization.” 


Gockel, whose eight-year, 
half-hour show is the longest- 
running filmed TV show and 
has between 12 and 15 million 
viewers weekly, believes such 
an assumption is merely more 
absurd gossip about the movie 
capital. 


“Many an actor or actress is 
a wholly dedicated church 
member, an active Sunday 


School or Bible class teacher, 
a believing and practicing 
Christian,” he observed.
